There can no longer be any 
question as to what direction that 

road takes. Unless Britain and 
France take a strong stand, Hit- 
ler's course will inevitably lead 
to war. There is only one hope 
how to save the world from a ter- 
rific disaster. That hope lies in 
an immediate alliance between 
France, Britain and the United 
States of America. 

That would be the sole effective 
fuarantee for peace. Without that 
guaranee civilization is in danger. 
I do not write these words lightly. 
For years I have systematically de- 

fended the German people against 
calumnies that they were arming 
clandestinely. 


ARMING IN OPEN 

Today such a defense would be 
false. Germany is not merely arm- 
ing clandestinely. She is arming 
openly, A huge fund to combat un- 
employment is being utilized for 
armament purposes, Five hundred 
million marks will be spent imime- 
diately on providing work. Unfor- 
tunately, the work that has been 
mapped out is the manufacture of 
munitions, 

In a signed editorial in his | 
hundreds of newspapers, Herr 
Hugenberg, the billionaire pub- | 
lisher member of Hitler's cabinet, | 
is imploring the chancellor “on | 
bended knee” not to launch Ger- | 
many into “any fantastic foreign | 
ventures,” “not to break with the |

Soviets,” “not to antagonize 
France” at this moment, Herr 
Hitler is deaf to these counsels 
and goes his own way. 

Pressed by a terrific economic 
crisis, Hitler, as was foreseen in 
these letters, seeks a solution by | 
creating a diversion in the inter- | 
national field. Unemployment, he} 
figures, can be conquered only by 
giving Germany a large armament 
program. Counting on the reluc- 
tance of France to enforce the pro- 
visions of the peace treaty in a mil- 
itary way, and counting on the} 
pacific temper of the Anglo-Saxon 
peoples, Hitler is pressing ahead 
rapidly. By giving orders for aero- 
planes and tanks at this moment, he | 
is virtually wrecking the Disarm- 
ament Conference. 

The Disarmament Conference can 
accomplish nothing if Germany | 
arms. France, very sensitive on the | 
subject of security, will not make | 
a single other concession under the | 
circumstances. 

To the contrary, the reaction- 
ary elements in France have al- 
ready begun to clamor that the 
policy of conciliation pursued by 
Briand, Herriot, Boncour, Dal- 
adier is a grotesque failure. Tar- 
dieu, Marin and Laval demand 
an immediate strengthening of 
French military effectiveness.

“Early restoration of a free international gold 
standard” is said to be one of the objectives of the 
conversaiions at Washington. 

Since the United States, with the able assistance 
of France, wrecked the gold standard, Washington 
is the appropriate place where restorative measures 
may be suggested and considered, and the place 
where action will have to be taken if and before 
there can be any such restoration. Lacking action 
there, and initiated there, the world is “off” gold 
definitely, and indefinitely, perhaps permanently. 

If the United States is tired of isolation, anxious 
to get back into world trade, and insists on a gold 
money basis, the short cut to that end is to re- 
distribute the concentrated gold supply among the 
nations from which it has been drained away. To 
be effective these gold loans would have be 
made without interest charge or at a no

A FUR TRADER FROM 
YORKSHIRE 

On April 15, in 1740, there was 
born at Halifax, Yorkshire, Jos. 
Frobisher, one of three brothers 
who became renowned in the fur 
trade and the exploration of the 
Canadian West.

TREATMENT OF HIGH BLOOD PREESURE 

It may interest you to learn how high blood 
pressure is developed. At first the increased ten- 
sion in the muscles of the arterial walls lasts for 
short periods and may result from irritation 
through eating too much starch or using too many 
condiments. The irritation may arise from a men- 
tal state such as fear, excitement, worry or anger. 
The second stage is reached when this constriction 
of the arterial walls is present nearly all the time. 
You can see that, if the walls are tensed, they will 
not “give” or stretch as easily as they should when 
the blood pulses through them. To overcome the 


increased resistance the heart must pump under 
greater pressure to force the blood through. In the 
third stage, the walls of the arteries become tired 
from continued irritation, and, to prop up the ex- 
hausted muscular cells in the walls, the body lays 
down here and there cells of connective fiber. As 
this change goes on, Calcium may also be deposited 
to protect the tissues of the arteries from the irri- 
tating substances in the blood. Arterial hardening 
is often found with high blood pressure 

The burden thrown on the heart the pumping 
blood through the brittle arteries is a heavy one 
and in practically every long-standing case the 
organ shows the result of the strain. About half of 
the deaths where diseases of the arteries have been 
present are due to heart failure. The arteries and 
the heart are parts of the same system and that 
which damages one damages the other 

Generally, high blood pressure 
many years with no symptoms, but some of the 
later symptoms which develop are: Headache, 
dizziness, flushing of the face; and sometimes there 
is pain through the chest in the region of the heart, 
or difficult breathing, or tingling of the fingers or 
the toes. The high blood pressure patient may be 
easily irritated, he may fret and fume, get up feel- 
ing tired and may be restless. The head may feel 
full and the veins of the forehead may bulge. Of 
course, the most definite symptom is the high blood 
pressure which may soar up to 220 or over, when it | 
ought to be below 140. Nusebleed or ringing in the 
ears may be present and overweight is extremely 
common 

TREATMENT OF HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 

The pressure is quickly reduced by fasting and 
dieting, and I have seen many cases completely 
cured by right diet. The modern treatment is di- 
etetic and most doctors admit frankly that drugs | 
are of little or no value in lowering blood pressure. 

The first thing for the patient to do is to take at 
least a five day fast. The orange juice fast is a 
good one to use, and I have never had a case under 
my observation and control where the pressure 
was not reduced to more nearly normal by this 
method. During the fast the blood pressure usually 
takes a pleasing drop. Each day the patient is to 
take a plain warm water After the fast 
one should use a careful diet, including a moderate

The Passing Show 
By J. S. Cowper 

In the nature of the case very litle of an active 
journalists work has permanent value. He writes 
only for the day, be it a report of stock prices 
criminal lapses or the opinions of a politician. To 
him it is indeed a passing show. One of the sober- 
ing, if not disheartening disciplines of newspaper 
life, is to bask for several hours in the glory of 
some worthwhile “scoop” that may have represented 
weeks of building-up and waiting—only to be 
tripped up next day on some trifling matters of 
routine news. 

Because of this condition Pierre Van Paassen 
who has been sending in such graphic cables to 
this paper about horrible conditions in Nazi Ger- 
many, is to be congratulated. That it is work at- 
tended with great personal risk is evident, apart 
from the rough handling and blows he received 
from the Munich police for taking down the notes 
of a radio address by Herr Goering, the Prussian 
high commissioner. 

Van Paassen is a Canadian, who worked news- 
paper beats in Toronto before going on his 
European tour, At a time when Hitler and his aides 
have smashed printing presses and _ silenced 
journalists by having them arrested and “rendered 
harmless for all time” by whatever torture or 
punishment is being meted out to them, Van 
Paassen is performing a signal service for humanity 
by his cables to this continent. He is doing for the 
persecuted Jews, Catholics, Socialists and Com- 
munists of Germany a service comparable with 
that performed by Zola in securing the freedom 
and rehabilitation of Capt. Dreyfus 


Even in our own Dominion the epithet “Red” is 
lightly used by persons who for commercial or 
private reasons wish to discredit their opposition— 
especially if the opposition is not so well supplied 
with money and goods and social standing. 

At the present session of parliament, the salmon 
canning interests have been successful in obtaining 
an order, destined to keep down the price they 
must pay for fish. Thereby hangs a little story. 

Of recent years there have been “independent” 
canneries and fish buyers who have competed for 
the fishermen’s catch. Even at that, prices were 
so Jow last year that very few fishermen got more 
than food for their season's work. I mentioned a 
couple of weeks ago a seiner that with a catch of 
60,000 fish only received 214 cents per fish, or 
roughly $1350 for the season. This was only suffi- 
cient to buy fuel oil, food and insurance, leaving 
nothing for the crew of five as wages, and nothing 
for the owner of the boat, who happens to be 
myself. 

This year, with stocks down, canned fish on the 
Stabilization list, the benefit of the 10 per cent 
preference and the prospect of the Siberian can- 
neries being outlawed for British buyers, the out- 
look for the salmon industry is improved. With 
free competition, prices might back the 
rmal of 10 cents a fish.

Any parliamentarian knows that the best way 
to defeat a bill is not by opposing but by amending 
it out of its character. To beat the “independents” 
and keep them from offering the fishermen more 
than the desire a novel means 
was adopted 

Some people wrote letters to the English papers 
complaining about Canadian salmon. The Minister 
of Trade and Commerce pointed out these com- 
plaints to the canners. The canners replied that it 
was due to fish not being immediately canned, and 
urged a regulation compelling all fish to be de- 
livered at a cannery within 24 hours of being 
caught. There is no obligation to can the fish 
within 24 hours of delivery. The regulation is only 
directed toward the fisherman. This means that 
the fish-buyers who used to buy the newly caught 
fish at sea, and transport them packed in ice to 
the independent canneries more than 24 hours 
travel away, can no longer ply their trade. The 
fishermen are now back to where they used to be 
in the old days (in effect) when the licenses were 
issued to the canneries and the fisherman to get a 
license had to bind himself to fish for the stipulated 
cannery at a stipulated price.

All this, did not seem to call for comment from 
me, nor did it seem to call for comment from the 
fish canners, who had succeeded in cutting out 
their opposition, and putting the fisherman back 
into vassalage again. But one of the representatives 
of the packers, .Mr. R. Bell-Irving, seemed to 
think it did. Because the poor fishermen protested 
to Ottawa by telegram against the 24 hour rule, 
Mr. Bell-Irving made a speech before the Van- 
couver Board of Trade in which he assured that 
body that the whole protest against the 24 hour 
rule was engineered by “Red” agitators, working 
under instructions from Soviet Russia. No doubt 
similar representations had been made to Ottawa 
to discredit the fishermen’s protests. 

Now comes the counter-protest of the fishermen, 
They have an organization 1200 strong. A member 
of their executive discloses that not only are Com- 
munists not entertained by the fisher- 
men's but that 300 of the men went 
for Canada in the last great war,

In giving his thoughts on a way 
out of the existing difficulties—the 
method to proceed from the cross- 
roads at which the world now 
found itself, Mr. Gibbs said that one 
avenue was to “turn our backs up- 
on modern science and retreat to a 
simpler method of production.” 

If this were done the profit sys- 
tem could be continued.

His house was one of the most 
exclusive in Paris, Now, however, 
he realizes that all women who like 
to dress well want the latest fash- 
ions and he believes that they 
should be put within their reach 


WOMEN NOW FLOCK TO HIM 
Poiret creates in his studio, work- 
{ng as usual with human manne- 
quins, cutting and fitting cloth for 
department store dresses as he used 
to make individual: gowns for lov- 


ely ladies with whom money was 
of little consideration. He appears 
at intervals at the store and ex- 


plains his designs to clients as man- 
nequins parade in the showroom 
Women who have heard of Paul 
Poiret but regarded his products as 
unattainable, now flock in to study 
ideas and select their clothes. This 
is something new in Paris, espec- 
jally with such a personality con- 
cerned 

Poiret is one of the veterans and 


he gave a tremendous impetus to 
the select dressmaking business. He 
started his business life nearly half 
a century ago as an errand boy for 
an umbrella maker. He had the 
natural gift of the artist as an ur- 
chin, and in making his deliveries 
he would stop and sketch the 
dresses of passing women which 


then uncultivated 
taste. Some of his sketches were 
seen and he was advised to sell 
them. He went to the famous house 
of Worth and to his surprise his 
sketches were bought and he was 
asked to produce more 


LAUNCHED MANY 
INNOVATIONS 

That gave Poiret his 
business which he revolt i 
In those days it was considered un- 
ladylike for a woman to wear any- 
thing but unobtrusive clothes, but 
Poiret shattered this conception. 
He went in for bright, oriental 
colors. He inspired women to 
abandon the stiffly - boned corsets 
they were wearing. He launched 
the diaphanous gown, the slit and 
the harem skirts. He brought the 
waistline back to normal, making 
women comfortable as well as gay 
in their clothes. He brought in the 
turban hat, replacing the monu- 
mental hats which women had been 
wearing, an innovation which at 
first made Paris gasp, but his de- 
signs went around the world, 

At the height of his wealth and 
fame, Poiret gave sumptuous par-
